Interviewed by the Correnpotulont of a 


Chicago Paper., 


Shanghai, Aug. 3.—J. C. Hemment, 


the Chicago American's correspondent, 
visited Li Hung Chang today to ar- 
range for taking a number o£ photo- 
graphs. After the sitting Earl Li in- 
vited Hemment to tea, during which 
the following questions were asked and 
answered: 


Q.—At whose request did.you leave 


Canton? 


A.—The emperor's. 
Q-—Do you apprehend any danger to 


the ministers from Tung Fuh Shang's 
troops when the allies approach Pe- 
kin? 


A-—There is something in this. 
It 


is better that the allied- troops do not 
attempt to enter Pekin at present. 


Q.—Have 
you 
memorialized the 


throne that you- would be unsuccess- 
ful as a peacemaker unless steps were 
taken to suppTess the Boxers, etc.? . 


A.—Yes, and I intend standing by 


my original orders to act as peace- 
maker. 


Q-—When do you hope to open nego- 
ti: 
-v°aceable settlement?

not s^y; I hope it will be 


very shortly. 


Q.—How long do you expect to re- 


main here? 


A.—I cannot decide yet. 
I hope to 


leave for the north as soon as possi- 
ble. 
: Li Hung Chang expressed the opinion 
that the lives of the ministers and the 
Americans in Pekin were safe and that 
there was no need for a continuance 
of the American expedition to North 
China, which discontinuance will not 
only be economical, but will "save the 
expedition unnecessary hardships and 
Bufferings and loss of lives in the poor 
•and devastated districts."

leaders who want to get back into con- 
trol of the party organization and think 
this is a good time co do it.

come to power again, 
The rank and 


file of the gold democrats will, however, 
never vote for Bryan, and those who 
voted for Palmer and Buckner in 1896 
will voto for McKinley and Roosevelt 
this year.

gold democrats who may go to Brvan. 
lu Kansas, Nebraska, the Drikotas "and 
Minnesota the former republicans that

Bryan four years ago are many of them 
returning to the republican party. They 
believed then that the failure of free 
silver and the maintenance of the gold 
standard meant the destruction of the 
country, Experience has shown them 
it meant increased prosperity.

Leander Ferguson of Brandon, With- 


draws as a Candidate for State

by Acclamation. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 3—The repub 


hcan state convention will be held in the 
Exposition building in this city next 
\\ednesday, for the purpose of nominat 
ing Robert M. La, Follette of Madison, 
for governor, and indorsing the rest of 
the ticket by renominating it without a 
contest. 


The convention will be in the nature 


a ratification meeting, f o r there is 


but one ticket in the field, the la&t can- 
didate not on the regular slate having 
announced that he was out of the race, 


Leandei Ferguson, the Brandon war 


veteran, some time ago said he was a 
candidate for the office of treasurer at 
the particular request of the old soldiers. 
In his communication Mr. Ferguson 
says: 
. 


"It now appears certain that the Hon, 


B. M. La Follotte will be nominated by 
acclamation for governor at the state 
conventior, on August 8, and as I am 
the only speck on the political horizon 
that would in any sense interfere with 
the nomination of the test of the state 
ticket by the same means, I withdraw 
my name from consideration as a candi- 
date for state treasurer. 


"In doing this I desire to say that I 


did not announce myself as a candidate 
until a strong pressure had been brought 
to bear by the soldier element of the 
state, and while I am firmly convinced 
that this element has at least as good a 
claim to representation on the ticket as 
the different nationalities to secure their 
votes—still, according to 
precedent, 


these men who have served but one term 
and have done their work well, are en- 
titled to a second term. 


"Taking this view of the case, and as 


a republican desiring'the most complete 
harmony. I take this step, thanking 
those who have promised me their sun 
port."

in the way of harmony EO far as the 
state ticket is concerned.

monarchy and establish a republic is 
too good a one to be lost. The Cleri- 
cals seem to support such a revolution, 
the price of their aid being the restor- 
ation to the Pope of his temporal sov- 
ereignty over the city of Rome. 


It is, therefore, a situation of the 


gravest peril. 


But there is one to whom the Royal- 


ists look to save Italy. This is the 
Queen Meleue. 


She is strong, courageous and beau- 


tiful. Her life aiaong the hills of her 
Montenegrin home, spearing the boar, 
chasing the stag, scaling dizzy heights 
in the hunt, of the chamois, has made 
her fearless, tempered her nerves and 
hardened her muscles. Her long visits 
to the Court of St. Petersburg

Bresci acted in collusion with others 
and numerous arrests have been made. 
Brescrs brother, a shoo dealer^ another 
kinsman named1 Marozza and several 
anarchists have been arrested at Prata. 
Natal Possanzini, who was arrested at 
Ancoma, admits traveling with Bresci 
from Milan to Monza. 


Discoveries By the Police. 


According to declarations 
made to 


the Milan police by persons who wit. 
nessed the assassination of King Hum- 
bert, and especially the king's footman, 
four or five persons, wearing around 
their necks black handkerchiefs such' as 
Bresci wore, were seen around the royal 
carriage at the time of the crowd. After 
it was committed they began shouting, 
evidently to increase the confusion and 
to help Bresci to escape. 


II Corrieiedella Italia says the police 


have discovered that a huge plot was 
formed in America to murder King 
Humbert, and that his assassination was 
to bn followed by similar crimes through- 
out Europe. 


Tracing Movement* of Breael. 


Another discovery is that Bresci, last 


Sunday,'entered the royal chapel of the 
villa during mass evidently with the in- 
tention of assassinating Humbert if be 
were there..

•Jew of them are as large as 12 by 12 
feet. 
There are over 300 of them 


a-eaching northward from Cripple river 
rfor nine miles. They were built by the 
•.first comers to Nome, aud they are tlie 
•crudest, toughest habitations I have 
•ever known white folks to live in. 
Xogs, broken spars, battered planks and 
sticks, washed up by the' sea, are the 
-chief 
building 
materials 
in 
these 


aibodes. Weather beaten canvas, pieces 
•of old sails and tents, bits of tin, rags 
and overalls have been fastened on the 
•outside of the logs aud planks to keep 
out the cold air. Here aud there are 
Hints of driftwood, battened with mud. 
The 
floors within are of hard earth, 


aind the only door in each hut is of 
•rough sawed boards held In place by 
ipegs. In some huts there are no stoves 
.•nnd meals are cooked and the htit is 
leated by a fire on the mud floor be- 
tween bricks and stones. 
In most of 


these primitive homes boxes and bar- 
a-els are used for tables and pantries 
and the men there sleep in a roll of 
Tjlankets and skins on the floor. Yet 
some of these huts are the domiciles of 
miners who came to Nome some 18 or 
•20 mouths ago with only $100 or 9200 
as their sole capital and who arc now 
worth $-J(XfiO.O and even $100,000. 
I 


•went to sec a sick Norwegian iu one of 
She most squalid of the huts last win- 
ter, and ho drew from under his pile of 
lUaukets, so dirty that I could hardly 
tell the original colors, a lot of tin 
Tomato and fruit cans In which he kept 
over -SaO.OOO-worth of gold dust. 


"Most of the houses at Nome are of 


canvas walls and roofs. Earth is heap- 
fed up about the sides. Water is thrown 
over the house when tlie weather is 
cold, and thus a coat of ice forms that 
makes the abode impervious to freez- 
ing blasts. Up to this season the best 
buildings at Nome were constructed of 
rough sawed pine timber and boards. 
The largest buildings were the general 
merchandise stores of the trading and 
transportations companies, but the sa- 
loons, gambling places and dance halls 
-were the finest and most inviting struc- 
tures. 


"Ouo should go to Nome to know what 


a restless, eager anil scheming people 
really are. Every cue but the natives 
Is there solely to get gold, the miners 


to get It from the earth and an army 
of. men and women to get It from the 
miners. 
No one but the natives has 


the least Idea of remaining on Cape 
Nome longer than to get all the wealth 
that he can conveniently accumulate. 
The all absorbing topic of conversation 
there is gold^aud how one may get it 
quickest. 
Promoters? 
Why, the little 


city is full of the slickest .promoters 
ever known. There are companies of 
men and women at Nome solely to. 
coax gold by any sort of scheme from 
the hoard of the simj lo old fellows 
who have at last struck it rich in 
Nome's sands and gulches. 
I don't 


suppose there ever were any foxier 
gamblers than those at Nome. ' All 
kinds of gambling games are played 
there. 
The faro and roulette games 


nre always open. 
One faro game is 


said to have a bank roll of 400 pounds 
'of gold, worth about SlOo.OOO. Sev- 
eral roulette games are backed by $25,- 
000 or $-40,000 in the yellow metal. 1 
have heard oC fool minors there toying 
with the fickle goddess'' Fortune for 30 
hours at a time aud then quitting the 
game without an ounce of the gold dust 
they spent weeks of hard labor and 
grim privations in getting together. 
But there's no fool of the variety that 
a majority of the gold and silver, 
miners are." 


"Do men who go to Nome now have 


much chance of tiudiug profitable gold 
digging?" 


"That's the great mooted question :at 


Nome. 1 have heard it argued pro and 
con time aud again. 
My individual 


opinion hs that the chances are against 
newcomers finding gravelly benches 
on the beach where golden particles 
have boeu deposited plentiful enough 
to make mining very profitable. 
The 


character of the Nome district is so 
different from that of any other placer 
region of the world that no one, not 
oven the best of the government geo- 
logical experts, can give more than 
vague guesses. The men who are pxit- 
ting fortunes into permanent Improve- 
ments on the desolate shores at Nome 
nrc principally rich and experienced 
miners, and they seem to be proving 
their faith in the future of Cape Nome 
by their works."

FOR WELDING PIPES. 


Description of a New German Proc- 


ean. 


According to Consul Genera! Guon- 


ther of Frankfort, at the congress of 
the Saxon AssooiatlCMis of Engineers 
mid Architects jnst held nf Leipsic, 
Mr. Max Schiemann of Dresden deliv- 
ered n lecture, accompanied by experi- 
ments, on the "Golcischiuidt Process 
For Obtaining High Temperatures and 
Its Practical Application." He compar- 
ed this new process with those hither- 
to used for heating mc-tals for •welding. 
Ho showed by experiments the new 
method of welding'cast iron gas pipes 
of^two to four inches In diameter nnd 
demonstrated the very simple applica- 
tion of the process and Us results, says 
the Washington correspondent of the 
New Vork Post. Briefly stated, it con- 
sists in mixing powdered aluminium 
with oxide of iron and adding to it 
an easily ignitablc substance. 


This powder is put into a clay cruci- 


ble and then ignited by means of a 
match. 
The resulting chemical ac- 


tion renders the mixture liquid, and 
this liquid is then poured around the 
place to be welded. 
The object as- 


sumes a white heat, and the welding is 
done by n very simple apparatus.. The 
welded places show the same firmness 
as the original piece, am] manifold 
application of the method is possible. 
In the near future it is proposed to 
weld the rails of the electric tramway 
at Dresden, which has already been 
done in other cities. The speaker weld- 
ed rails before the audience, and the 
experiments; were 
pronounced 
very 


successful, especially on account of 
the simplicity of the process. 
It is 


considered a very important discovery, 
and great hopes are entertained for It.

Hnmmath Structure Just Flnlnliea 


For tlie Bronx Paris Zoo. 


The zoological park at the Bronx, has 


just completed the banner show piece 
within its grounds, a mammoth l!yin~ 
cage for tho animals, says the New 
York .lout-mil. This structure, taking 
u hall year's time to build and ?S,000 
in monoy, has been put up expressly 
for the purpose of giving spacious 
quarters for the large and showy wa- 
ter birds as well as; affording an op- 
portunity for studying their flight. It 
Is the largest cage of its kind in the 
world. Nothing on so huge u scale lias 
heretofore been attempted by any zoo- 
logical institution. 


The cage is constructed of steel pipe 


and wire netting and in shape is like vy 
a colossal Gothic arch. It is ISO feet Cer^ 
long, T5 feet wide and 55 feet high. 
One .of the unique and striking fea- 
tures of the;structure is that it incloses 
three spreading forest 
trees whose 


foliage and branches form a delightful 
resting place for the birds. The airi- 
ness of this Inelosnrc is also perfect, 
being situated iu an open highway. 


Encircling the ground of the cage is 


a stream of water sufficiently deep to 
afford Rood diving and swimming Cor 
the birds. 
Another new and artistic 


feature of the interiof of tin; .Cflgt* is, 
the arrangement of tlie landstapt 
backgrouud along the several sides to 
correspond witl) the original homes of 
the bird inmates. 


- Tho most typical of these is one rep- 
resenting a Florida coast scene, white 
the presence of a number of tall Ua- 
nilneoos lends u touch of reality to the 
view. 
The plant and turf life in the 


'inclosure is 'as yet 'in the initial stage, 
for it will reciiiiru some time before 
everything is brought,to the required 
stage.of perfection. 


There are at present some 25 speci- 


mens of fresh water and marine birds 
in'' -the ciiKO, numbering SO different 
representatives. When the full quota 
has been installed, there will be nearly 
300 swimming and flying birds in the 
interior, representing a complete col 
lection of those species native to our 
country. The following comprise some 
of the principal water birds now in 
the cage, and there are several species 
of each: Herons, egrets, bittern's, cor- 
morants, pelicans, flamingoes, geese, 
gulls, limpkius. cranes, demoiselles, 
storks and ducks.

J. jFour great facts characterize the 
.foreign commerce of the United States 
•in 1000: First, the total commerce of 
the year surpasses by $310,720,250 that 
of any preceding year, and for the 
first time in our history exceeds 52,- 
000,000,000. 
Second, the exports ex- 


ceed those of any preceding year and 
have been 
more widely distributed 


throughout the world than ever before. 
Third, manufacturers' materials were 
more freely imported than ever before 
and formed a larger share of the total 
exports than on any former occasion. 
Fourth, manufactured articles were 
more freely exported than ever before 
"and formed a larger share of tho total 
imports than oil any former occasion. 


In exports every great class of ar- 


ticles showed a larger total than iu 
the preceding- year. In imports every 
class except manufacturers' materials 
showed a smaller percentage of the 
(otal than in the preceding year, while 
manufacturers' 
materials showed a 


much larger total and larger percentage 
of the grand total than iu any former 
year. 


Manufactured articles show the lar- 


gest growth in our exports. The total 
exports 
of 
manufactures 
in 1000 


amounted to §432,284,300 against $339,- 
675,558 iu the preceding year, an in- 
crease of S92.00S.SOS. while iu no ear- 
lier year had the increase amounted to 
so much as $30,000,000. Manufactures 
formed 31% per ceut of the total ox- 
portations in 1000 against 28/13 per 
cent in 1899, 20.25 per cent in 1SS5, 15 
per cent in 1870 and 12.70 per cent iu 
tsco. 


Exports of manufactures in 1SGO were
